Many of our follow citizens will see with 


nfvigucd regret the following brief tcle- 
raphic announcement! "Philadelphia, Jan. 
th. 
Major Dutton, U. S. A., died to-day 


f erysipelas at I/a Pierre House." We 
itnnot doubt the correctness of this sad in- 
elligencc. Major George Button of the 
J. S. Corps of Engineers, was so well known 
i our midst, that no labored eulogy, uo 
latement of all that made him dear as a 
nan and honored as an officer can here be 
iccded. It is, however, a grateful and ap- 
iropvmto thing, now that his earthly labors 
.re ended, briefly to recur to his history and 
o trace therein the reasons of our profound 
egret for his too early death. 


Maj. Button was appointed a Cadet from 


lonnecticut, and graduated from the Mili- 
ary Academy at the head of the class of 
822. He was promoted to the Corps of 
Engineers, reached the grade of Captain in 
1838, and of Major in 1356. 
For near 31 


-ears has he rendered faithful services to 
our Government in various posts of great 
abor and responsibility. None better than 
le knew how successfully to bear heavy 
mrdens, as years of overwhelming labor 
lave proved. 
Going hack no farther than 


to his operations as Engineer in charge of 
FortTaylor at Key West, we find him there 
conducting with distinguished success, the 
laying of the foundation of a massive gran- 
ite fort in an extraordinary depth of water. 
The great difficulties of submarine engineer- 


ig he met and conquered so triumphantly, 


as to entitle him to a high reputation for 
skill, and to connect his name inseparably 
with the noble work of defense covering 
Key AVest harbor. He came thence to 
Newport, where in charge of Fort Adams 
and the various works of Kivcr and Harbor 
improvement in this vicinity, he became 
well known to our citizens.
